Introduction 


Dravidian University 


The Dravidian University is located in Kuppam city of Andhra Pradesh, India. It was established for the integrated 
development of Dravidian languages and culture by the Government of Andhra Pradesh through a Legislature 
Act with the initial support extended by the governments of Tamil Nadu, Karnataka, and Kerala. The universi- 

ty began functioning with two departments in 1998 and has grown into a vital institution of 20 academic de- 
partments and six research centers. Dravidian University’s prime objective is to study Dravidian Culture, which 
includes all aspects of life and history. The Department of Folklore and Tribal Studies is the Dravidian University’s 
primary branch, which serves its primary purpose. Folklore touches all aspects of a given society's life hence; the 
study of the culture of a society cannot be completed without the study of folklore. 


Vice-Chancellor of Dravidian University: 


Professor E. Sathyanaryana is briefing information about Dravidian University. Late N. T. Ramarao, a mission-

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Karnataka Shilpakala Academy 


Karnataka ShilpaKala Academy is a dedicated institute for art and sculpture. The institution is armed with the 
tools, artwork, traditional sketches, ancient books (Shilpa Granthas), manuscripts with the hidden secrets of arts 
and sculpture. Shilpa Kala Shala was established in 1952 and was founded and modified by late A.C.H. Acharya. As 
a child who has a passion for nature and animals, Acharya developed his life into a world of sculpture, art, reli- 
gion, and the vision-setting world for all who came to him for guidance and development of not alone sculpture 
but also spirit. Acharya’s ancestors were also running Shilpa Kala Shala (Gurukul). Sri Acharya translated many 
books in Kannada from secret manuscripts of sculpture. Acharya has got many awards and honored by the great 
people of the world. Bharat Ratna M. Visweswaraya was the first visitor of Shilpa Kala Shala. Acharya was guided 
and inspired by M. Visweswaraya. As the birthplace of M. Visweswaraya is near to Devanahalli, Visweswaraya was 
very close to Acaraya’s father, Shilpi Chennakeshavacharya, and was visiting Shilpa Kala Shala quite often. It is also 
said that the ancestors of Acharya were also sculptors who were invited by the ‘Palegars’ (Rulers) of Devanahalli 
for the construction of fort, temples, and sculptures. 


The main reason for this academy to be established is that in modern days with a busy life, all humans are lead- 
ing a nomadic life, and there is no time to observe nature’s beauty. There was a reborn of Shilpakala academy for 
the modern age to get the past back to the present age. We were able to find all the stone carving and sculptures 
were sculpted by ancient people in the temples and historical places. Shilpakala started to choose and pick the 
most skillful and trained Sculptors or artists to show their best work on the present status to change the trend. 
It has been over 20 camps, which have been conducted by Shilpakala academy, and their results were a hyper 
success. They have different types of camps: cement sculpting, stone carving, fiber casting, and metal casting 
organized in various states of India by Shilpakala academy. The artisans are skilled, and their statuses are famous 
up worldwide.

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Tools and Raw Materials 


Tools and raw materials that are used in interstate stone sculpting camp: 
¢ Red Oxide Powder: It is mixed with the water that is used for marking on stone. 


¢ Brushes: Two-inch brush is used for dusting the stone surface, and six number 
round brush is used to mark the rough design. 


¢ Hammer: It is used to hit the chisel with sufficient force to shape the stone. 


* Chisels: Varieties of chisels like bull point chisel, tooth chisel, flat chisel and 
pointed chisel, etc., are used to obtain the required shape. 


¢ Stone Block: Soapstone is the basic material used for sculpture. 

¢ Buffing Machine and Emery Sheet: It is used to smoothen the rough surface. 
¢ Square Ruler: A ruler, which is used to measure and to draw straight lines. 

¢ Marker and Pencil: These are used to mark the outline on the stone. 


¢ Water: It is used to cool the tools after regular use and also used in the 
polishing process. 


¢ Power Cutting Machine: It is used for cutting and grinding the stone. 


¢ Drill Machine: It is used to drill a few parts on the stone while carving.

Making Process 


Selection of the stone is made on the basis of the sculpture to be made, depending on the male or female carv- 
ing the artist wants. The production process involves stages like stone cutting, sketching the design on it, carv- 
ing, and finishing the product. The big blocks are first roughly cut into shape according to the planned idol to be 
carved. The proportions are marked on the stone using a marker or red oxide color, and then the extra portion 

is taken out by hammering with a hammer and chisel. The rough outlines of the idol are drawn on the surface 

of the stone. Based on these rough sketches, the major carvings are done by chiseling. Once rough details are 
carved, the detailing and ornamentations are carved using sharp-edged and pointed chisels. Finally, the idol is 
smoothened and then polished by rubbing with stone. The polishing enhances the shine and luster of the article. 
The carved idol is washed with water and kept ready for marketing. The quality of carving varies according to the 
requirement and the price as well. The idols are painted colorfully as per the customer’s requirement.

A senior sculptor Mrs. Swetha Pushparaj is from Bangalore, who has completed six years of sculpting. Junior sculp- 
tor Mr. Ramamurthy is from the Ramanagar district. This is his sixth camp at Shiplakala academy. They sculpted 
Gautama Buddha's statue with the background of the Pupil tree and roots, which took around 15 days to com- 
plete. 


Gautama Buddha, a sage on whose teachings Buddhism was founded. Gautama is the primary figure in Buddhism. 
Along with Buddha’ title, he is also known as Siddhartha Gautama, Shakyamuni Buddha, or simply the Buddha. 
Buddhists recognized him as an enlightened teacher who shared his insights to help sentient beings end rebirth 
and suffering. In the middle of the sixth and fourth centuries, BC Buddha was lived and taught mostly in the 
eastern part of ancient India, such as Magadha and Kosala. Buddhism is a philosophy of life explained by Gautama 
Buddha. Buddhism is often referred to as reincarnation, which is when people are reborn after dying. Mostly all 
individuals go through many cycles of birth, living, death, and rebirth. A practicing Buddhist distinguishes be- 
tween the concepts of rebirth and reincarnation.

Senior sculptor, Mrs. Jyothi Bharithi from Davangere, has completed her Master’s studies at Bangalore University. 
She has attended around four camps from Shilpakala academy, and this is her 5th camp with them. Junior Sculp- 
tor named Mr. Kishore from Tumkur has completed Master studies at Hampi University. He is basically a painting 
artist, and he is attending the sculpture camp for the first time. They carved modern art for the Dravidian Univer- 
sity library. They took 14 days to complete the sculpture. 


The Reader is known for reading books, symbolically telling us the place for reading or gaining knowledge. The 
sculptors required two stones to get the statue of The Reader. The primary stone is being carved in an object’s 
shape like a man without any details on the body parts. The object is holding a book in the hand with one leg 
folded, and the background is with an open book, which indicates the library is available for all the knowledge 
seekers. 


Secondary stone is being carved with one leg hanging down, and the object is sitting on books, which means that 
a vast amount of books are available in the library to grow the knowledge with big space of reading room at the 
library.

Senior sculptor, Mr. Bharath is from the Mandya district. He was trained at Bidadi and sculpting for seven years. 
This is his fourth camp at Shilpakala academy. He is an award winner of the 2016 Shilpakala academy. Junior sculp- 
tor, Mr. Muthu from Ramanagar district. He was trained by the Canara Bank Foundation and sculpting for five 
years. They carved the statue of Dravidian Bull mixed with traditional looks, which is 4 feet tall. 


Dravidian Bull is a symbol of strength and agility from the ancient times of the Dravidian culture. It is compared 
to the recent incident about Jallikattu. Jallikattu is a traditional show where a bull such as the Pulikulam or Kan- 
gayam breeds is released into crowds of people. Multiple human participants attempt to grab the large hump on 
the Bull’s back with both arms and hang on to it while the Bull tries to escape. Participants hold the hump for as 
long as possible, attempting to bring the Bull to a stop. In some cases, participants ride long enough to remove 
flags on the Bull’s horns. Jallikattu is typically practiced in the Indian state of Tamil Nadu as a part of Pongal cele- 
brations on Mattu Pongal day, which occurs annually in the month of January.

He is a skilled painter as well as a sculptor, and this is 
his fourth camp with Shilpakala academy. They sculpted the statue of Vemana in a life-size. It took around 13 days 
to complete. 


Vemana, popularly known as Yogi Vemana, was born in Nellore. He was a great Telugu philosopher and poet. His 
poems were written in the Telugu language. His great success in the path of Yoga gains the title of Yogi Vemana. 
His poems discuss the subjects of Yoga, wisdom, and morality. His stanzas in the Telugu language were famous 
around the globe for their simplicity, straightforwardness, and clarity. His poems are a kind of social, moral, and 
mystic nature. Yogi Vemana preached equanimity among all castes, religions, and societies, etc. Being a Yogi and 
humanist, he gave importance to all castes and their professions without any bias.

The Dravidian university came forward to Shilpakala Academy and requested the sculptures to be sculpted by 
skilled sculptors and organized as a camp in their university. The camp was for fifteen days, and the Shilpakala 
academy sends its own recognized twenty sculptors to sculpt the statue with ten senior Sculptors and ten junior 
sculptors. The stones are being brought from Hegadedevana Kote Mysore that is 200 kilometers far from the 
university. The stones are called Medhukrishna Shele. Ancient people at Belur, Halebedu, and Mandya use these 
stones for carving great statues. This stone was used for minute carving and to get a proper shape of the sculp- 
ture. The sizes of the stones were around 6 to 9 feet. The work’s theme was about great Dravidian philosophers, 
Buddha, a modern art and Dravidian style bull; it was completely about Dravidian style and culture. This work 


could bring out the standards for the university in the form of sculptures, which can prolong for a very long dura- 
tion.
